Tho bill was boaton before it reached 


its last parliamentary stage. This re- 
sult was reached after three d'lys ol 
spirited, and al times, heated debate, 
and at the end of a sovon-honr session. 
From 11 until B:!iO o'clock when tho 
bill, with tho pending substitutes, was 
reported to tho hons.: from tho commit- 
tee of the whole amendments wore of- 
fered in rapid succession, most of which 
wero voted down as fast as they wero 
offered. Many of them wero designed 
to load down the bill, and the votes 
thereon were in uo sense test votes. The 
^.oll amendment, for instance, to inako 
Hie bonds payable in gold and silver, 
was dcfealed by the decisive volo ol- 7li 
to lOii, while tho bill was defeated by 
134 to 161. 
Both the Be,-d and Cox Mibntitnte-! 


with the amendments thereto were re- 
jected after the bill was reported to the 
hons*'. Tho Heed substitute authoriz- 
ing tho issue of coin bonds for the re- 
plenishment of the gold reserve and cer- 
tificates of indebtednes to defray do 
ficienciof in the revenues was lost, ]()» 
to 187. It war! a party vote, savo for 
tho fact that seven Democrats and Can 
noil of Califormu voted for it. 
" When tho question came np on tho 
third renting, and engrossment of the 
bill, the whole opposition concentrated 
while tho vote w.-u being taken, which 
resulted in the refusal of the hou-.e to 
order tlio third reading, tho interest 
centered in the vote of Mr. Heed. He! 
sat quietly in his Boat during the first 
: call and did not .ins-wer to his name, 


but im tho Fcconil call, ho voted for the 
bill 
As soon as the result V.MS an- 


nounced, Mr. Reed attempted to m.ikn 
an explanation of the uttitnde of him- 
self and t!io-!0 of his colleainios who had 
voted for the bill, but objections ivero 
made 
He aflmv.ml explained, how- 


ever, that he had submitted a proposi- 
tion, (his own substitute) which he cou- 
siderert would meet the situation. 
The Democrats, had rejected this and

The 
absorption of heat by tlie ether is 
said to lower tho temperature oC Iho 
surrounding air sufficiently to con- 
dense the vapor, and hence cause 
rain. This being true, a large number 
of rockets would probably be required 
to cause a prolonged shower.—Phila 
delpbia Eccord.

Stoughton 
did not appear to be at ease, but 


Solly" seemed to feel contented. 
About twenty witneiiies, who had 


been subponaed, also occupied seats 
inside the rail. 


Chas. A. Hocke, a member of the 


firm ot Herb & Hocke, deposed that 
on Sunday night about 8 o'clock 
Stoughton"called at the barn and 
hired a team and surry. lie did not 
say where It was to go to and witness 
did not ask, as Stoughton was a well- 
known customer, lie gave instruc- 
tions for the rig to be prepared, and 
did not know who took the rig out. 
Asked to state whether of not the 
team was paid for at the time it was 
ordered, which question was objected 
to without avail.
